I, Joseph Grajewski, declare as follows: 

1 . I am the inventor of the invention claimed in the present application and, as such, 
have first-hand knowledge regarding the conception and reduction to practice of the present 
invention. 

2. I first conceived of the invention that is described and claimed in the present 
application prior to February 9, 1999. Attached hereto as Exhibit A is a copy of a slide from a 
power point presentation depicting the invention claimed in the present application that I 
prepared prior to February 9, 1999. 

3. I diligently worked on the invention and, prior to March 26, 1999, 1 developed 
diagrams describing the operation of the claimed invention. These diagrams were included in 
the present application as Figures 1 and 3-6. 

4. I continued my diligent work and reduced the invention that is described and 
claimed in the present application to constructive practice prior to April 28, 1999 by completing 
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a disclosure/draft patent application and forwarding it to my patent attorney. George R. McGuire, 
for legal advice regarding the patentability of the invention and the process of obtaining patent 
prosecution. I have not attached a copy of the draft patent application hereto, as it contains 
attorney-client privileged information. However, the draft application contains a detailed 
description of each and every element currently claimed in the present application, namely: 

(a) "a pocket sized apparatus;" 

(b) "sensor to receive biometric input for a user;" 

(c) "permanent^ store in encrypted format" of a biometric template; 

(d) u a permanent biometric template . . , stored in encrypted form;" 

(e) "Comparison] to a permanent biometric template; 

(f) "recall/display/manage of a previously generated pass word[]" that is 
"encrypted and stored in the apparatus;" 

(g) Interface for a user to enter indicia; and 

(h) Generation of "a non word variable length purely random password" and 
"uniquely associating] the password" with indicia. 

5. I continued to diligently work on the invention described and claimed in the 
present application until the filing of the present application on July 19, 1999. I continued to 
work on my invention by developing a production model and filing grant proposals with the 
National Science Foundation and Dept of Defense.
